Committee Urges 
Gambling Purges 


SACRAMENTO, (7P)—A state assembly fact-finding com- 


mittee called today for public airing of gambling payoff | 


charges. And it urged prosecution of both gamblers and 
their patrons. 


The interim committee on ju-¢ 
digial procedure found that the 
public apparently wants slot ma- 


chines. It spotted them all over 
the state — and at an unnamed 
place in the shadow of the cap- 
itol itself. 

The committee Weclared it had 
heard a great deal about pay- 
offs to public pfficials. The state 
commission on organized crime 
recently reported evidence of 
large-scale t involving slot 
machines and punchboards. The 
assembly group said it is hard to 
say whether the payoffs exist, but. 
it adled: . 

“We do say, however, that if 
there is any question of a single 
payoff to any official, that mat- 
ter should be brought out in the 
open. The public is entitled tc 
know of such facts. pu ; 

“But we may conclude that 


much protection money is col- 
lected though it may never reach 
any public official hands. 

Pointing out that the United 
States internal revenue depart- 
ment has a list of all slot ma- 
chines, the committee said it 
came across no evidence 
local authorities were availing 
themselves of the information. 

Although not naming any coun- 
ties, the committee found that 
many were “clean”. Of others 
the report said: 

“There are several counties in 
the state wherein all forms of 
gambling exist — just like Ne- 
yada. There is no pretense to 
hide the roulette, dice, blackjack 
and slot machines by entrance to 
secret rooms or private clubs. 

‘One county is very popular 
with tourists, members of the 
legislature and even lobbyists.”

denying permanent status to married women school teachers. |: 


Holding fast to its intention “to protect the taxpayer” the 
board passed a resolution which would deny the right of 
tenure to married women teachers whose husbands are em- 
ployed. 

Ignoring the effect that hiring and firing might have on | 
the efficiency of the staff, the board also effectively skirted 
the important and basic question of discrimination against | 
teachers because of sex or marital status. 

The board held that during depression years it would be 
unable to fire married women whose families have double 
incomes. 

The board was as inconsistent in its resolution as it was 
in its thinking. 

Section one of the resolution says that teachers should 
be hired on the merit system. 

Section two says that the financial status of the district 
should have no effect on firing. 

And then along comes section three which denies tenure 
to married women teachers with employed husbands. 

According to section one, the board can hire a married 
woman teacher if she has merit. 

Then it has’to fire her according to section three if she 
is married and her husband is employed, regardless of | 
whether she still retains her merit.

War of Nerves

WASHINGTON — The real fili- 
buster of the 8lst Congress is 
under way in the Senate. 

Republicans opposed to the en- 
tire Truman program are conduct- 
ing it. It consists of extending 
debate, day after day, by long 
3peeches more or less relevant to 
the issue and continuing long 
past the hour when it is apparent 
that the Senate has made up its 
mind. The classic example is the 
i5-day ECA debate in which a 
dozen isolationists consumed 
three-quarters of the time and at 
the end registered only seven noes 
with five paired against the bill 
as compared to 70 ayes with 13 
paired in its favor. 

The Democrats realize what is 
zoing on but they are powerless 
to stop it. They pretend to be 
brave about it and insist that, in 
the end, it will prove fatal poli- 
tics for the Republicans. 

Nevertheless they are tense and 
annoyed. They realize that to pull 
1 clear-cut creditanle record out 
yf the confusion will test their 


andurance, their nerve and their 
rains. , 
The situation represents in a 


sense a war of nerves in which 
the victors will be proclaimed by 
the American people in the 1950 
election. Meantime, every piece 
of legislation becomes a major 
crisis, a wearing and time-con- 
suming struggle. This is hard on 
all the members of tne greatest 
gentlemen's club in the world 
which prefers to do its work in 
a less militant atmosphere. 

Some Republicans frankly dis- 
like the trend and privately damn 
their minority leader, Senator 
Wherry, who they blame for this 
strategy. This group would also 



















prefer to play down their south- 
ern allies of cloture-civil rights 
fame. 

So far, the elder statesmen of 
the party, Senators Taft and Van- 
denberg, are keeping their coun- 
sel. Faced in caucus with a real 
split in the party, they have ac- 
ceded to the course of not making 
any issue so far of a party matter. 
The result is that many Repub- 
lican senators, like some Demo- 
crats, are playing by ear and that 
Senator Wherry himself has 
veered far right of Taft-Vanden- 
berg stands. It has been sug- 
gested that the Republicans really 
have a Taft center, a Vandenberg 
left and a Wherry right. 

It is quite probable that Taft, 
on domestic issues which greatly 
concern him and in which he per- 
sonally has much at stake, will 
soon do a little whip-cracking. 
These include Taft- Hartley re- 
peal, housing, and aid to educa- 
tion. Taft in the role of rescuer 
of the Senate from the verbal 
.morass in which it is floundering 
would earn rather widespread 
gratitude. 

The Democratic leadership's 
obvious plight led to a week-end 
flurry of reports that Majority 
Leader Lucas was disgusted and 
ready to quit. These are false 


sharp with Lucas about timetable 
and other blunders. But in the 
main they appreciate his hard 
task and are not inelined to ride 
him. ”

elder Senators is the tendentious 
quality of the tedious debates. 
the poor attendance of Senators 
and the lack of a real exchange 
of views.

“Let’s take the shroud off sex, 
bring it out in the open and treat 
it as normal, natural and beauti- 


ful instead of keeping it hidden 
and taboo and thus making it, as 
it has been in the past, a source 
of confusion, mystery, and often 
fear,” says a Colgate University 
report which has just come to my 
desk. 

The report was prepared by a 
| senior,e John M. Walker, under 
the supervision of the Education 
Department, and places the re-| 
sponsibility for sex ignorance 
among students ranging in age 
from 18 to 30, squarely upon the 
shoulders of the parents and the 
teachers. 

The report says that the great- 
est sources of sex information | 
came from friends of their own 
age and older boys and girls. 

“This seems due to the fact 
that neither the parents nor the 
schools provided adequate infor- 
mation.” 

Neither home, school, church, 
nor college, says the report, can 
be solely responsibie for this pro- 
gram of education. It is one in 
which all must have a part. Per- | 
haps the most important of all 
will be to anticipate children's 
needs form formation as they are 
emotionally mature enough to re- 
ceive it.

“Youth faces many problems of 
personal and social adjustment.
